The need for the larger Cousrmitter 
as ao intervening luk between the 
Exceutive Committee and the Chureh 
Council was, however, stl fale, and 
at the end af 1420 a new arrange- 
ment was devis d, which IT believe 
will prove satisfactory uy a perman 
ent’ basia for this sehuol, and 
possibly may be a model for other 
churches in China which decide 
tu fouod schools of this type, Under 
this new arrangement the Church 
Cruneil will be asked at the beginning 
of each year to seleet a Coninittee 
of tifteen members to tuke charge of 
all educational work which the eharch 
urdertakes and from this educational 
Committee at its first meeting each 
yeas, the smaller executive committee 
for ths management of this schoo), 
It os true that during the past year 
the Kducation Committee gnly met 
once, and so some cf ite members 
may complain their only work is thea 
election of the Ying Wa College 
Executive Comnnittes, but, last 
year being the firat year, this 
system had ot yet got into 
working = ord’'r = and =F aw 
suet that in this New Year the 
Executive Committee will see to it 
that the Educat on Cammittee, from 
which they are appointed, Lave 
opportunities Lo meet and discuss the 
fulure policy of the sctool as well as 
the more tmporlant peictical steps to 
be takeo for the realization of the 
policy. It is, also, always possible 
that m the tuture other schools 
besides the Yiug Wa College, wiil be 
suwarted bv, or placed ander the con- 
trol of the Church, and in that case i.8

London Missionary Society to know 
that the To Tsai Church in Hongkong 
is slowly, but patiently, bringing 
to a successful issue the tagle which 
it undertook, One may even 
venture to hops that the example of 
this church will be an inspirat.on to 
other Chinese elsewhere to make 
thei elves responsible for edutational 
work now being maintained by Mis- 
siunary Societies aud in this way the 
time may be hastened when mission- 
aries from foreign Jands will no longer 
be needed in China for ¢he spread of 
the Gospel since the Chinese churches 
will b4 strong enough to undertake 
this work without their aid. 


FINANCIAL BENEFITS, 


On the financial side, th's school 
has, during the past year reaped a 
very grost, benefit trom the increased 
grants which Your Excellency naw 
fil 10 make just a yeas ago on b ‘half 
of educatian in thie Colony. dt bas 
heen relieved fram the finane ab enn 
barrassmevt whieh hampered its work 
in former years, and it has been able 
te-end the year just closed int far 
healthier financial position than ever 
before. Not only will there be a 
virtmal balance of more than a thon. 
sand dollars on the current expendi- 
ture of the vear, but a reserve fund 
nearly $3,000 consisting, chie'y of 
subscriptions fram our Chinese suyy- 
porters, has been placed on fixed 
deposit. 60as to be available to meet 
whicle will be 
incurred during the period of the 
headmaster s furlough in England, 
But it is fully reafised by te Cam 
mittee of this school thut land in 
hand with an increased grant oes a 
deman} for increased — efficieucy. 
Daring this past yaar there las been 
an increased expenditure on both 
siaff and equipment, und | antiripate 
that in the coming year this will be 
necessary to a yet greatecextent. At 
Joasl one more master trom England 
should be engaged, and indeed the 
Board of the London Missionary 
Society was requested by the Com- 
mittee of this school, over two years 
ago, to find a suitable man for this 
post, but unfortunately, owing to the 
geeat shortage of teachers it has been 
unable to fulfil the request, We hope 
that before another year has passed 
this loag-look d for new master will 
have arrived and begun Lis work, 

Last summer word was reccived 
from the Secretury of the Association 
of the British Ciambers of Commerec 
in China, concerning the endeavour 


‘which the Chambers of Commerce are 


making to organise a fund to help 
secondary schools in China which are 
educating Chinese on British linea and 
in response to his ‘equest detailed 
information was sent as to the work 
and financial position of this school, 
and we have since heard that at the 
Conference of the Chambers of 
Commerce held in Shaughai last 
November, defiuita steps were taken 
for the raising and distribution of a 
fund for the assistance of Bri'ish 
secondary schools in China. Should 
help from this source be forthcoming 
in the comiug year, then two masters 
from England instead of one, should 
be engaged. 

Turning to the internal administra 
tion of ths school during thy past 
year, J would briefly cal! ottent‘on to 
somé of the more important develop- 
menta and changes.

Lam sorry to report that the num- 
ber of students in the school hag 
decreased during this past year, In 
1921, the maximum eurolment has 
been 159 a8 compared with 190 in 
1920, and che average attendance has 
been 141 a8 compared with 160 in 
1920.
